MAYOR AT WAR 
WITH REVIEWERS 


Board Declines to Attend Con- 
ference and Bitter Words 
on Both Sides Fol- 
low. 


BUDGET CUT TO LIMIT. 


Controller's Figures Even on 
Fire and Police Depart- 
ments Practically 
Followed. 


“TIN GODS,” SAYS HARRISON, 


Executive Is “Four Flushing,” An- 
swers Fred W. Upham, Former 
Chairman of the Arbiters 
of Assessment. 


DETAILS OF APPROPRIATION BILL 


War has been declared between the city 
administration and the Cook County Board 
of Review. Mayor Harrison accuses the 
board of failing purposely to provide the city 


the revenues it needs. The board returns 


with the charge that the Mayor is trying to 
make direct taxes pay all the cost of city 
government, and that he is favoring the 
street car companies by refusing to get from 
them theAncome which is possible. 

The Mayor had planned for a conference 
yesterday afternoon in the City Hall regard- 
ing the revenue crisis, and Controller Mc- 
Gann had issued invitations to the Board of 
Review members and To the bankers ard 
heavy property-owners. The Board of Re- 
view as a body sent its regrets, and as a con- 
sequence the Mayor abandoned the whole 
idea of the meeting. 


Then the Finance committee of the City 


Council set to work to undo all its former 
work and proceeded to cut every city depart- 


| ment, including fire and police, to the bone. 


Controller’s Figures Followed. ° 
As the appropriation bill, as anette re- 
ported by the Finance committee last even- 


* ing, stands, the Controller's figures are prac- 


tically followed. The Fire department is cut 
to less than it had last year. So is the Police 


epector. There wit. be no street Seniifos of 
any account in Chicago this year. No pro- 


| vision is made for extension of the electric 


fighting plant, and not enough for the main- 
tenance of the existing one. Not enough 
money is set aside for the repairs of existing 
bridges, let alone the building of new ones. 
In short, the city is put on a poverty basis. 


Mayor’s Hopes Dashed. 

The trouble all came about over the re- 
fusal of the members of the Board of Review 
to attend the conference. The Mayor's idea 
was that with bankers, big merchants, repre- 
eentatives of the Underwriters’ association, 
the members of the Finance committee of the 
Council, and the Board of Review present, 
a promise might be secured from the review- 
ers that they would raise the assessment 
next summer to a total of $500,000,000, 

With this promise in sight, it was argued, 
the bankers who have been accustomed to 
advance money on city warrants would buy 
them to the amounf of 75 per cent of the 
income the city could expect to get from such 
an assessment, and this would provide money 
enough to justify the Finance committee 
in making more liberal appropriations. The 
property-owners were invited to express 


‘their willingness that such an increased as- 


sessmemnt be made. 
Reviewers Send Regrets. 


In the morning, however, Controller Mc- 
Gann received a letter from President West 
of the Board of Review, saying that as that 
board had an appointment with a committee 
of the Board of Undtrwriters at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon it could not be at the City Hall 
at 3:30, p. m., and the invitation must be 
deciined. On the receipt of this, notice was 
sent out to the other people invited that they 
need not come, except the underwriters, who 
had an appointment of their own with the 
Finance committee. Then the latter com- 
mittee took the action it did. 


Mayor Uses Strong Language. 
Mayor Harrison had some strong language 


to use afterwards regarding the Board of ’ 


Review. ‘ What I want,’ said he, “is for 
the people to understand who is to blame 
when they run up against the proposition of 
an insufficient police force; an inadequate 
Fire department, a crippled health bureau, 
etreets which cannot be cleaned, and the 
other effects of insuffici®nt revenue. I want 
the people to know that the trouble origi- 
nates over in Fifth aVenue and not at the 
City Hall. 

* We invited bankers like John R. Walsh, 
John J. Mitchell, and others who are accus- 
tomed to buy the city warrants to this con- 
ference. We also asked large taxpayers like 
Marshall Field and Cyrus McCormick to be 
present. The reason we asked for the at- 
tendance of the Board of Review was to get 
gome assurance from its members as to What 
the probable assessment in Chicago would 
be this year.

BiG LINER RESCUED 


NECKAR TOWED INTO HALIFAX 


IN HELPLESS CONDITION. 


Karlsruhe, While in Great Danger 
ef Foundering, as Propeller Was 
Broken—Satlors, by Heroic Work, 
Pass Lines Between Vessels—Both 
Are in Great Peril for Time, with 
2,600 Lives at Stake. 


Halifax, N. S., Feb. 26.—The monster new 
North German Lloyd liner Neckar, bound to 
P New York fram Bremen, was towed into this 
port this evening in a helpless condition by 
the Karlsruhe of the same line. 

The Neckar, with a disabled rudder and 
with 1,815 persons on board, was drifting 
about the Atlantic at the mercy of the gales 
when it was picked up by the Karlsruhe on 
the banks of Newfoundland, 700 miles south- 
east of here. The big ship, when sighted by 


ing manner in the heavy sea and with dis- 
tress signals displayed. 


Ask Another Ship - Aid. 


After considerable difficulty and great dan- 
ger tow lines were passed, and the two big 
ships started west. The Malin Head, Captain 
McKee, from New Orleans, bound to Havre, 
with cotton, was sighted and requested to 
stand by the ships and accompany them to 
Halifax, which it did. - 

The Karlsruhe sailed from Bremen on the 
same day as the Neckar with 1,300 passen- 
gers, and met with tempestuous weather. 
At the time the accident befell the Neckar a 
hurricane was blowing from the northwest. 
The rudder broke close to the main post and 
rudder box, 

The ship immediately fell off into the 
trough of the sea and rolled fearfully, and 
as soon as possible sail was got on to steady 
it and a temporary rudder rigged. 


Prevent Panic Among Passengers. 


There was considerable excitement among 
the passengers at the time, but the coolness 
displayed by Captain Harrassowitz and his 
oflicers and crew averted a panic, When the 
Karlsruhe was sighted the passengers, who 
crowded the decks, went wild with joy. This 
was on Feb. 17, in latitude 48° 22’ north and 
longitude 46° 49’ west. 

After the rescue the weather continued 
bad and: but slow progress was made. The 
Karlsruhe will be detained here four days 
and will take the passengers of the Neckar 

to New York. 

The passengers on both ships are well. The 
Neckar is on its second voyage across the 
Atlantic, having been launched last year. 


Officer Tells of Voyage. 


The story of the voyage as narrated by 
Chief Officer A. Willemsen of the Neckar, is 
as follows:. 

“We sailed from Bremerhaven for New 
York on Feb. 8. For four days the weather 
was fine. On Feb. 12 the conditions changed. 
Easterly gales and snow, rain, and hail were 
met, continuing through Feb. 13, and chang- 
ing on St. Valentine’s day to westerly squalls 
with hail and snow. On Feb. 16 the wind 
blew a regular storm, with naaty squalls of 
vain and ‘snow, ingreasing in Violence 
Sfie “Afternoon the 


werd ing: high; with 
a Heavy swell, in which the p labored 
heavily. The seas swept over t ws, and 


tons of water poured down upon tha decks. 

‘“ At 11 p. m. the weather became s0 bad 
and the seas so rough the Neckar could not 
steer its way and was hove to. The wind 
was blowing a hurricane. Up to that time 
the Neckar was standing the storm well. 

“On the morning of Feb. 17 the officers 
noticed something was wrong with the port 
engine. The ship would not answer the 
helm, and they found they had lost three 
blades of the port propeller. . 

Karlsruhe Is Sighted. 

“The Neckar was pitching and rolling 
tremendously when we sighted the Karls- 
ruhe. At 9 a. m. the steam steering gear was 
broken and we tried to steer the Neckar by 
hand. The Karisruhe was then signaled 
to for assistance, but more mishaps came. At 
10 o’clock the heavy rolling of the ship and 
the broken steering gear caused the rudder 
to give way just above the stock. In spite 
of the high sea and swell we launched a boat 
and the Karlsruhe did likewise in an en- 
deavor to get a tow line across, 


Heroic Sailors Save Ships. 

“This was a test of courage, and the offi- 
cers and crews of the two ships proved their 
mettle. Second Officer J. Heinswich, with a 
erew of four sailors, left the Neckar and, 
with almost superhuman efforts, made fast 
the line. The vessels were lurching and 
rolling terribly, and for eight hours these 
men battled with the waves before they were 
taken aboard. their ships. 
displayed the greatest courage and the most 
skillful seamanship the boats would have 
been swamped and all would have perished. 
The Neckar then passed aboard the Karls-

guest. 
President Was to Present Sword. 

When President Roosevelt planned to visit 
the Charleston Exposition was asked to 
present a sword to Major Jenkins of the 
First United States Volunteer Cavalry, the 
sword being purchased by Southern friends 
of his, who sought to pay honor to a brave 
man and gallant soldier. The President will- 
ingly agreed to do fhis, and so informed the 
committee of which Lieutenant Governor 


Studied Insult Is Sent. 

Today Tillman sent the following message 
to the President, saying he did so in defer- 
ence to requests by wire from the subscribers 
to the sword fund:

PREFERS DEATH 70 A CBLL 


ERNEST WEDEKIND, UNDER IN- 
DICTMENT, A SUICIDE. 


Accused of Defrauding Mrs. Link; For- 
merly Mra. Feldt, of Luetgert Case 
Fame, of $4,116, the Attorney Shoots 
Himself While Deputies Are Eat- 
ing in Mendelsohn’s Cafe at 1147 
Southport Avenue—Taken at Resi- 
dence and on Way to Jail. 


While two Deputy Sheriffs stopped at a 
saloon last night to eat lunch, their prison- 
er, Ernst Wedekind, an attorney, who was 
indicted yesterday on a charge of embez- 
zlement, stepped into another room and 
shot himself in the head. He died an hour 
laver, adding ahother tragedy to the list 
in the famous Luetgert case. 

Wedekind was attorney for Mrs. Christine 
Link, formerly Mrs. Feldt, for whom, it 
was alleged, Adolph Luetgert, the sausage- 
maker, killed his wife. The attorney, it is 
said, collected $4,716 on a check for Mrs. 
Link, which he failed to account for, and 
on this the indictment was voted. 


Arrested at His Residence. 


The shooting occurred in Samuel Mendels- 
sohn’s café and saloon at 1147 Southport 
avenue, Wedekind had been arrested at his 
residence, 1964 North Paulina street, by 
Deputy Sheriffs Nicholas F. Auw and Will- 
iam Heuser, and, accompanied by ex-Alder- 
man Patrick Haynes, who was bondsman 
for the attorney, was on the way to the 
County Jail, when the party stoppedat Men- 
delssohn's at 7:45 o’clock. 

The quartet sat at a table and had a few 
drinks, when the Deputy Sheriffs announced 
they were hungry. A lunch was served 
them, Wedekind and Haynes smoking while 
the others were eating. After half an hour 
the attorney went to the telephone and called 
up his house. He told his wife and two sons 
to come to him at once, as he wished to see 
them. 

Wedekind rejoined the party, and in a 
few minutes his son August arrived in re- 
sponse to the summons, His father had no 
important communication for him at that 
time, and the son, a young man of 22, accept- 
ed a cigar and sat down to smoke, 


Report of Revolver Heard. 

At 8:50 o’clock, after the Deputy Sheriffs 
had spent an hour over their lunch, Wede- 
kind again excused himself and went into 
another room. In a moment the officers of 
the law and other occupants of the saloon 
were startled by a report of a revolver. 

Auw and Heuser, with the son, hurried 
to the spot and found Wedekind on the floor 
with a bullet wound in his head. Oneglance 
was sufficient for the son, and he rushed 
back into the saloon, crying: 

father has killed himself!’’ 


Physician Finds Man Dying. 

Dr. Frederick M. Dottelawelz was sum- 
moned from his residence across the street, 
and after an examination of the attorney’s 
wound declared the man to be dying. 

The Town Hall police were notified and the 
ambulance was sent, in which Wedekind was 
removed.to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 
There he died at 10:30.0’clock last night. 

Wedekind was arrested last Sunday on 
complaint of Mrs. Link, and was released on 
$20,000 bonds pending a hearing today. Ex- 
Alderman Haynes furnished the bond, and it 
was for this reason he accompanied the at- 
torney last night when the latter was again 
taken in custody. .

The arrival of the Prince at Sherry'’s was 
attended by one accident. Just after the 
Prince had entered the bullding the carriage 
in which Captain Titus had been driven at- 
tempted to cross the street to get a place on 
the opposite side. Sergeant Thomas F. Man- 
gan of Inspector Thompson's staff was in 
the roadway directly in front of the car- 
riage, and before he could get out of the way 
the pole hit him in the side and knocked him 
down. He was carried into a nearby stable 


and reported for duty ten minutes later. 
The Inspector told him, however, to go home. 


Guest of the Germans. 
The German societies gave Henry of Prus- 


spoke German to him, they marched before 
him with torches to the number of about 
10,000, they sang German songs to him, and 
they gave in honor of his brother, the Em- 


mendous German “ hochs,”’ 

The Prince made in reply to the address 
made to him the only speeches in German 
which he has so far made in this country. 
The exception, it was understood, was made 
because he was talking altogether to men 
who were either born: in Germany or were 
descended of German parents. 

Prince Henry told the gathering thatif any 
advice was needed from him to Germans in 
this country, it would be to this effect: That 
they could. best show the quality of their 
German instincts by unwavering devotion to 
the country of their adoption. 3 

The singing of the Arion chorus so pleased 
his Royal Highness that he asked for a sec- 
ond song and then asked with much insist- 
ence on a repetition of the second song that 
he had heard. And no one was treated with 
more evidences of the royal approval than 
was the conductor of the chorus, Mr. Lorenz. 


Prince Arrives on Time. 


The Prince reached the club almost exactly 
on time. He entered the front door and was 
confronted with as substantial a wall of full 
grown shirt fronts as ever grew on a gather- 
ing of Germans in this city. They stood in 
two solid walls inside the hall of the club- 
house, and in between them was President 
Frank Von Briesen of the Arion society, who 
addressed the Prince as follows, in German: 

‘“*In the name of the Arion society, I wel- 
come your Royal Highness in its home. I 
trust that the hour your Royal Highness 
will spend under our roof will be pleasantly 
remembered by your Royal Highness. With 
us it will ever be cherished.”’ 

The Prince, on entering the Park avenue 
entrance of the club, had removed the low 
visored fatigue cap which he wore. A long 
dark blue hooded cloak was slung over his 
shoulders. With his hat held before him in 
both hands, Henry bowed to Mr. Von Briesen 
and said that he was glad indeed to be in the 
home of a German society. 


Grateful for Hospitality. 


He was grateful, too, he said, for the hos- 
pitality shown to him by Germans, and 
he desired to thank the society for receiv- 
ing him in its beautiful home and for giv- 
ing him the opportunity to witness a torch- 
light parade of Germans from its balcony. 

Mr. Von Briesen, with the members of the 
Reception. committee of the United German 
Societies, Dr. Louis Weyland, George Von 
Skal, B. Nagelschmitt, Jacob Ruster, Her- 
mann Weber, Henry Wolf, Edmund Braen- 
die, Willlam F. Grell, 8, .K, Saenger, Dr. 
J. H. Senner, Dr. A. Von ering, Dr. A. 
J. W. Kern, and Richard Mueller, marched 
up .two flights of stairs with the Prince 
and his suite and the American officers who 
are accompanying him. : 

In the big concert hali on the third floo 
they found about 300 members of the society 
who had been waiting for them. Mayor 
Low was there. The Prince was led, with 
swift Teutonic adherence to the program, 
directly to a small marble topped: table in 
the middle of the concert hall, and was there 
addressed by Dr. Louis Weyland, the Presi- 
dent of the United German Societies’ commit- 
tee in German.

Great Roar of Approval. 


Every pause in the Prince’s utterance was 
greeted with great cheering and applause. 
When he ended an even greater roar of ap- 
proval went up to the 1,800 colored electric 
lights that were, glowing under the paper 
roses, which were strung in wondrous pro- 
fusion from lines across the vaulted ceilin 
and in great chandeliers, 

Then there was handed to him a heavy 
brown leather album decorated with silver. 
In it was a versified address by George von 
Skal, the managing editor of the Staats Zei- 
tung. The purport of the address was that 
the German in the new world still loved 
the land of his father’s birth. 


Gayly Decorated Balcony. 7 
Captain von Mueller then hurried up with 
the Prince’s cloak, and he went out to a 
gloriously decorated .balcony overlooking 
Park avenue. It was hung with blue velvet 
curtains, all studded with gold embroidered 
stars. Up above was a festoon of United 
States and German flags commingled, and in 
the middle of the festoon were the American: 
and German eagles, wing in wing. 

The floor of the balcony was covered with 
Turkish rugs, and one was laid over the rall- 
ing where his Royal Highness was to rest 
his hands. Dr. Weyland, Mr. von Briesen, 
Dr. von Holleben, the German Ambassador, 
who had come in with the Prince: General 
von Plessen, Admiral von Tirpitz, and a few 
others went out and stood in a group behind

Mayor Low Explains.

The 
Prince then called for more songs, and these 
were readily given until Colonel Bingham 
reminded him of his engagement at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. 

The Prince summoned his suite and, pre- 
ceded by Rear Admiral Evans, left the build- 
ing, while the band played ‘‘America,”’ and, 
taking carriages, went to the dinner at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, the crowds lining the

Meets Twelve Hundred Editors. 


The banquet given by the press of the 
United States in honor of Prince Henry of 
Prussia tonight at the Waldorf-Astoria was 
attended by more than 1,200 editors and pub- 
lishers from every t of the country and 
gave the royal guest a’ favorable opportunity 
of getting in touch with one of the principal 
Incidentally it was 


‘that ever sat down at one board in the his- 
tory of the United States. 

The great assemblage of journalists was 
leavened by a liberal sprinkling of the lead- 
ers in various other departments of national 
activity, and the banquet as a whole was 
the most brilliant and ambitious which the 
guest from over the seas has yet attended. . 

The heads of all the metropolitan journals 
were present, together. with the captains of 
the press from the principal cities, and with 
them were the men who in the smaller towns 
help to mold into readable form the history 
of the nation. 


Dinner in the Ballroom. 

The dinner was given in the handsome 
ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, but 
that immense apartment was not large 
enough to accommodate the newspaper 
guests, and the Astor Gallery was also used, 

The two rooms were splendidly decorated. 
Mr. Ridder and the special guests sat at an 
elevated table, above which were the Amer- 
ican and German flags. The staves were 
crossed, and the banner, draped fan-like, 
reached out like the wings of a huge but- 
terfly. Above them was the Prussian eagle 
done in incandescent lights. From the boxes 
hung clinging vines and set in on the ledges 
were hundreds of palms. Each table carried 
bouquets of American beauty roses, round 
‘which were candelabra shaded in red. 


Crowds Wait for Him. 


Prince Henry, attended by the members 


of his suite, drove to the hotel under escort 
of cavalry and mounted police. The demon- 
stration in the streets leading to the hotel 
was the most cordial of any that has so far 
marked his appearance in public. 

Great crowds pues the way and pressed 
against the police guards that had been 
thrown around the Thirty-third street en- 
trance to the hotel. They cheered when the 
Prince came in sight and he frequently 
raised his hand to his cap in acknowledg- 
ment of the demonstrations. 

The Prince reached the hotel at 8:30 o'clock 
anc was received by Mr. Ridder. They 


} shook hands warmly, and while they paused 


for a brief talk the members of the suite 
and the delegates of President Roosevelt 
filed up to the banquet hall. The band 
played the American national anthem as 
the first of the uniformed staff entered and 
the crowd of guests arose. There was a 
great cheer as the Prince appeared and an- 
other when he took his place at the side of 
Mr. Ridder at the special table.

York Tribune.”” 

Whitelaw Reid, in responding to the toast 
to “ The President of the United States and 
the German Emperor,” said: 

“In the republic, as in the monarchy, no 
one takes precedence of its Chief Executive. 
Here tonight then, as at any time and any- 
where, between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, or from-Porto Rico to the Philippines, 
your first honor is to the President of the 
United States. You pay the tribute of every 
good citizen to the great office, and you ex- 
press the regard of every pattfiot to the sol- 
dier and@ statesman who worthily fills it. 

“The man you thus honor tis the chosen 
of 75,000,000, called unexpectedly to hold the 
first place on a continent. The ease with 
which. he succeeded to the new duties and 
the steadiness with which the ship of state 
moves on through storms or sunshine, with 
new men at the wheel and a new officer on 
the quarterdeck—these are the tests that tell 
the strength of the craft and the safety of 
the chart by which it sails. ) 

‘** There is no need to speak of the wide 
and varied experiences that have trained 
this man for this post, or to recount his 
versatility, his capacity, his devotion, or 
his strenuous honesty of purpose and act. 
But one thing I may venture to say: this 
high official is not brooding over the past.

MUSICIANS WANT TO REFORM THE 


PUBLIC HALL PIANOS. 


Say Their Horns Are Ruined by Efforts 
to Create Harmony and Propose 
That an Official Tuner Be Appointed 
to Regulate the Offending Instru- 

ments—Engineers Call for Reform 

in the Laundries and Quote from ‘a

War on discords is being agitated by the 


Chicago Federation of Musicians. It is pro- 
posed that a chief tuner and a corps of as- 
sistants be selected to overhaul every piano 
in use in Chicago's public halis.

ment of a standard in all the halls. Uni- 
formity can be obtained by having the same 


tuners visit all the halls.”

President Loubet and Famous 
Men Assemble in Paris 
to Pay Tribute. 


MONUMENT GIVEN TO CITY. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Feb. 26.—The Victor Hugo cente- 


nary, marking the hundredth anniversary of 


his birth, was a national holiday in France, 
and Paris outdid itself in the way of cele- 
brating. 

Two notable official ceremonies were held 
today, one at the Pantheon and the other in 
the Place Victor Hugo, where the monument 
of the author was formally presented to the 
city. The celebrations will continue through 


Sunday, the intervening days being devoted 


to receptions of foreign delegations, repre- 
sentations.from Hugo’s works, concerts, and 
other functions. 


President Loubet Opens Fete. | 

The opening ceremony within the Pan- 
theon was under the auspices of the govern- 
ment. President Loubet, M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, the Premier, and the other members 
of the Cabinet, the members of the Senate 
and the Chamber of Deputies, representa- 
tive delegations from the Institute and other 
state bodies, including leaders in art, science, 
and literature in France, and deputations 


from the various lycées and educational in-

* “ The rural delivery service was an experi- 
ment a few years ago, and it has proved to 
be a phenomenal success. The country peo- 
ple are proud of it and so are the city peo- 
ple. Congress has no more right to let the 
rural delivery service on the contract sys- 
tem than it has the city service. The peo- 
ple are outraged that such a proposition 
should even be advanced... During the last 
campaign I rode twelve miles with a star 
route carrier, who drove that distance every 
day to deliver mail and received the miserly 
compensation of 30 cents, ‘while the man 
who was awarded the contract received three 
times that amount for doing nothing. 

“If Congress adopts the contract system 
in connection with the rural delivery service 
I predict that the condition. of affairs cited 
above will be common. The men who per- 
form this service are entitled to a reasonable 
compensation. They should have good 
horses and vehicles, such as would be a 
credit to our great government. This is not 
a cheap country, and I resent. the attempt to 
make it so.”’

According to the report of the 
auditor for the Postoffice department the 


postal receipts at each of the cities named 


has reached the $10,000 figure. . When this 
point has been reached or when the popula- 
tion of a town is 10,000 the same carrier 
service that is in effect in the large cities 
should, according to law, be given to the 
smaller ones. In order to secure this, how- 
ever, the citizens of the cities named should 
petition the Postoffice department for the 
desired service. 

Inspectors will be sent, and, if local condi- 
tions justify—that is, if the streets are paved 
and other requirements exacted by the de- 
partment are found to exist, then the serv- 
ice is ordered to be put into effect. The re- 
ports of the Postoffice department, more 
than anything else in the hands of the gov- 
ernment, show how far-reaching has been 
the great wave of prosperity which has 
swept over the country. It has invaded 
every section, including the black belt of 
the South.* 

The postal receipts are the surest indica- 
tion of business prosperity, and upon these 
receipts are based the improvements of the 
gervice. In 1807 there were only 450 cities 
in- the United States which were entitled 
to letter carrier service, but today they num- 
ber 900, showing an increase of 50 per cent 
since the panic. During the last fiscal.year 
200 officera have been given this much sought 
for service, and they are about evenly di- 


vided between the Northern, Southern, East- 


ern, and Western sections of the country.

FIRST APPEARANCE OF ROYAL 


STABLE SINCE QUEEN’S DEATH. 


Ambush II, Captures the Grand Steeple- 


chase at Kempton Park—Victory Is 
Euthusiastically Cheered by the 
Spectators—Jockey Houck Makes an 
Assault on Presiding Judge Rees at 
New Orleans — Dorian Returns to 
Activity and ‘Wins at Oakland.

_ LONDON. Feb. 26.—For the first time since 
his accession King Edward today appeared 
on @ racecourse.

This is the first time a King’s colors have 
been seen on the turf since the reign of Will- 
iam IV., early in the last century.

ee Garrick,”” a diay in three acts 
by Ow. Robertson, founded upon the 
French drama “ Sullivan,’’ was presented 
by Mr. Willard at Powers’ Theater last 
night before ai large and appreciative audi- 
ence. It is a delightful play, but makes 
severe demdnds upon the ability of all but 
two players in the cast, and for one part— 
that of Garrick—requires an actor of more 
than ordinary talent and versatility. For 
‘** David Garrick’’ is not in- 
cluded in the repertory of many star com- 
panies. 

The play is not a novelty to the playgoers 
of this city; it has been attempted before 
by several prominent actors, but it is safe 
to say that none played it better than Mr. 


Willard. His conception of the part of Gar- 


rick is masterly, and he plays it with ad- 
mirable power and briljiancy. With the 
grace and humor of a comedian he combines 
the dramatic intensity of a tragedian, and 
go remarkable is his gift of suddenly chang- 
ing his mood and expression, the tone of his 
voice, and the manner of his acting that he 
is a constant source of surprise to the audi- 
ence. 

The scene in the second act, where Gar- 
rick, true to his promise to Ingot, under- 
takes to cure Ingot’s daughter of her love 
for himself by arousing her disgust by his 


apparent drunkenness, is a veritable touch- 


stone - for dramatic ability. Mr. Willard 
stands the test well. He plays the inebriate 
actor excellently. Without transition he 
bounds frem broad, farcical humor to eut- 
ting irony or deepest emotion, and makes 
one almost forget that it is a play he is en- 
acting and not reality. His conception of 
the part of Garrick is noble and worthy ofa 
true artist, and nowhere did he show his re- 
fined interpretation of the part to better ad- 
vantage than in the scene with Ada Ingot in 
the last act. 

His support was unusually good. Mr. Bar- 
foot played the part of Simon Ingot with re- 
matkable skill. 
he gave a lifelike impersonation of the old 
and narrow but good-hearted patrician who 
loves his daughter even more than his 
money-bags and his social position, and is 
willing to make any sacrifice for his only 
child. Miss O'Malley, who had been intrust- 
ed with the part of Ada Ingot, was sweet and 
charming, but from a dramatic point of view 
scarcely satisfactory. In the last act she 
seemed more’ animated, but even then she 
could not win the sympathy of the audience 
to any marked degree. Mr. Ernest Stallard 
put enough crudeness into his voice and man- 
ners to make the character of Richard Chivy 
appear true to life without be'ng too repul- 
sive. Mr. Taylor played the part of Mr. 
Brown cleverly, but his makeup would have 
befitted better a low farce comedy character. 
His facial expression was excellent and 
would have been effective even without that 
hideous mask. The same may be said of 
Mr. Crane, who impersonated Samuel Smith 


-of Smith, Smith & Co., Cheapside. Miss Saker 


as Mrs. Smith/ Miss Laura Linden as Ara- 
minta Brown, and Mr. Lonsdale as Reginald 
Jones were clever enough to make up the 
rest of a good ensemble. 

As a curtain raiser a comedietta entitled 
‘A Silent Woman ”’ was préséented,in which 
Miss Agnes Palmer played the part of Marian 
Sandford, who by an ingenious experiment

Every Precaution Will Be Taken with 
the Mansfield Engagement at Grand 
Opera-Houase, He Declares, but Ad- 
mits No Plans Are in Mind for Pre- 
venting the Extortion of Bonus for 
Good Seats, “the Matter Really 
Resting with the People.” 


A. M. Palmer, the veteran theatrical man- 
ager, who is in the city awaiting the open- 
ing of Richard Mansfield’s engagement in 
“Monsieur Beaucaire,’’ declared last night 
that every precaution would be taken to 
prevent speculation in tickets during the 
tive weeks’ run of the attraction. 

“I have no particular fe in mind for 
preventing speculation in tickets,” “Mr. 
Palmer admitted. “It. is a matter which 
rests with the people, and I have every 
confidence in their good sense. They have 
it all in their own hands. In my experience 
I have been annoyed by speculators less in 
Chicago than in any other large city in the 
United States. 

‘Our opening sale at the Grand Opera- 
House today for the first two weeks amount- 
ed to $9,000, and stili there are plenty of 
tickets to be had. So far as I cay learn 
there are no evidences that any persons are 
speculating in the tickets.”’ 

Mr. Palmer was pleased to learn of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of New York 
against the ticket brokers. It was held by 


Judge Scott that a theater ticket was a per- 


sonal license to the individual to whom it 
was sold, and consequently not transferable 
or assignable .without the consent of the 
licensor. 

“If the managers here should adopt the 
plan followed by the New York managers it 
might be effective in stopping speculation,” 
Mr. Palmer said. “‘ For several years the 
New York theater managers have had an 
agreement printed on thetickets which binds 
the purchaser not to sell or transfer his 
ticket to another without the consent of the- 
manager from whom i was bought.”’ 

As a matter of news Mr. Palmer stated 
that Mr. Mansfield was under contract to 
open his season in Chicago next year with 
a three weeks’ engagement, which would be 
followed in the spring by a two weeks’ en- 
gagement. It was possible, Mr. Palmer said, 
that Mr. Mansfield would produce the new 
play, ‘‘Ivanm the Terrible,’’ but this detail 
had not been settled.

Will Test Different Ties. 


Extensive experiments will shortly be made 
on the Santa Fé to determine the value of 
various compositions for the treatment of 
ties. A number of roads have furnished ties 
treated by different processes, and these ties 
will be placed in the roadbed of the Santa Fé 
at points where they will be subjected to the 
most extreme conditions of the climate and 
weather. Besides the different processes of 
treatment, different woods will be treated to 
make the test more complete.

Illinois Commission to Buffalo Exposi- 
tion Will Return $19,366 of the 
$75,000: Appropriated. 


Although the Illinois Building brought only 
$150 at the close of the Buffalo exposition 
the Illinois commission reported that $19,366 
remained unused. The register maintained 
in the Illinois Building showed that 35,000 
persons, giving Illinois as their place of resi- 
dence, attended the exposition, and on Illi- 
nois day many were present who had no op- 
portunity to register. 

According to the report submitted by 
President Templeton nearly 25 per cent of 
the $75,000 appropriated by the General 
Assembly was not required,and will be 
turned back into the State Treasury.

On the first of this month 
‘Balomon Jadassohn, one of the most emi- 
ment pupils of Liszt and Hauptmann, and 
for many years a professor in the Leipsic 
Conservatory, died in his seyenty-first year. 
He was a master of form, as is shown in his 
symphonies, overtures, concertos, motets, 
and chamber and vocal music. His composi- 
tions are characterized by finish of style and 
brilliancy of effect, but his greatest fame has 
been gained as an instructor. Since 1871 he 
has been professor of harmony, counterpoint, 
fomposition, and instrumentation in the 
Conservatory at Leipsic, and though ex- 
aremely conservative, as most of the pro- 
#essors in that institution always have been, 
ihe was recognized as one of its ablest teach- 
_ ers. Like Reinecke, Rheinberger, and other 
@amous Leipsic professors, he will be chiefly 
remembered by his contributions to musical 
art, of which “‘Harmonielehre’’ (1883), 
Kontrapunkt,"’ and “ Kanon und Fugue,” 
both in 1884, are the most important.

TO SUBJUGATE THE LEGISLATURE. 

The Ifinois constitution declares: 

The powers of the government of this State are 
divided into three distinct departménts—the leg- 
islative, executive, and judicial—and no person 
or collection of persons being one of these depart- 
ments shall exercise any power properly belonging 
to either of the others, except as hereinafter ex- 
pressly directed or permitted. 


The object of this provision, which is 
common to all American State constitu- 
tions, is to prevent encroachments by one 
department of government upon another. 
The Illinois constitution, vests the legisla- 
tive power in a Generai Assembly and em- 
powers each of the two Houses of which it 
is composed to elect its own officers. To 
protect the independence of the Legislature 
against executive influence it is provided 
that no person elected to the General As- 
sembly shall receive any civil appointment 
within the State from the Governor during 
the term for which he shall be elected. 

The men who were in control of the Will 
County Republican convention, which met 
day before yesterday, are ignorant of or in- 
different to constitutional provisions for 
‘the maintenance of the’ independence of 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. That convention committed the 
unprecedented act of instructing the dele- 
gates to the Senatorial convention “to 
instruct the nominees of that conven- 
tion to support the State administration in 
the organization of the Senate and House.” 
The county convention gives its orders that 
the future Senator and Representatives 
from Will County shall go to the Executive 
Mansion next January and there humbly 
ask for instructions as to whom they shall 
support for officers of their respective 
Houses, and then in Senate and House cau- 
cuses vote in obedience to executive in- 
structions. 

This is a proposition that, in case the Re- 
publicans retain control of the two Houses 
of the General Assembly, Governor Yates 
shall organize them. The intention is that 
he shall designate the Speaker of the House, 
and through him designate the committees 
of that body and control its legislation. It 
is the intention also that the Governor, or 
the “ machine ” of which he is a part, shall 
select the Senate committees and control 
legislation in that branch of the General 
Assembly. 

This action of the Will County conven- 
tion, which was dominated by the “ ma- 
chine,” is the first open step which has been 
taken towards carrying out an audacious 
and revolutionary project. The object is to 
subvert the independence of the legislative 
branch of the government and turn over its 


| powers to the executive branch. The Legis- 


lature is to be the servant of the Governor 
or of the “ machine ” he is identified with. 
If that “ machine” shall dictate the or- 
ganization of the Senate and House it will 
be the master of the legislative department 
of the government. It will decide what 
bills shall be passed and what bills shall be 
defeated. To it all who desire “ friendly ” 
legislation, or wish to defeat “ unfriendly ” 
legislation, will have to apply and will have 
to negotiate with itastoterms, 

Suppose the Senatorial convention of Will 
County instructs its nominees to be the 
servants of the Governor in the organization 
of House and Senate and those nominees 
are elected. These instructions will not be 
binding on them. Obedience to them would 
be slavish and dishonorable. It would be 
a violation of the oath members of the Leg- 
islature take to support the constitution. No 
member can honorably part with his author- 
ity by permitting the executive department 
to assume control of the legislative depart- 
ment. 

There are many persons in this State who 

are not satisfied withthe way in which the 
Governor is discharging the duties imposed 
on him by the constitation. They doubt his 
ability to discharge those duties acceptably. 
For that reason, as well as for other rea- 
sons, they do not wish to’see him arrogate 
to himself the powers of the legisiative de- 
partment, feeling assured, as they do, that 
he will make an unwise use of them. 


FOR CAREFUL PARK EXTENSION. 
Certain events of the last few days indi- 
cate the vitality and far-reaching im- 
portance of the idea that park and play- 
ground extension should be treated on broad 
and scientific lines. 
Although the City Park commission was 


up the question of the entire plan of the 
city with reference to open spaces and to 


opportunities for extension, it ‘has, for 


the talent required for such a study or to 
attempt to carry it,out. It has instead 
devoted itself largely, and: with commend- 
able results, to preliminary inquiries respect- 
ing possible sites for parks and playgrounds, 
to the establishment of playgrounds near 
several schools, and to the procuring of au- 
thority from the last Legislature for the 
expenditure of $2,500,000 by'the three Park 
boards for acquiring parks and playgrounds. 

To the most active members of the com- 
mission, however, it has been .growing 
steadily plainer that, despite much honest 
work performed by them in looking up pos- 
sible locations, the task of actually making 
definite recommendations for the expenidi- 
ture of this money is not only one which 
should be performed with intelligent refer- 
ence to future improvements of the same 
sort and to a harmonious plan of city de- 
yelopment but one for the proper perform- 
ance of which special ability is indispen- 
sable. 

It was for this reason that; when it was 
proposed at the meeting of the commission 
oh Saturday to ask the three Park boards 
to unite with it for the purpose of employ- 
}ing such special ability, the idéa met with 
hearty approval among the members. The 
proposal was also well received when in- 
formally laid before the West Side Park 
board—at its meeting on Tuesday on the 
subject of small parks—by a committee of 
the City Park commission. There are like- 
wise indications that it will be favorabiy 
considered by the other Park boards. ‘ 

These facts only indicate that the idea 
of dealing in a broad and careful manner 
with the subject of extending stall parks 
and playgrounds—in a manner calculated to 
insure the best results for Chicago from 
the expenditure to be made and to challenge 
further allowances in the same line—is cer- 
tain, when plainly presented, to meet the 
approval not only of the public. but also «f 
responsible officials. Nor need it be added 
that in this way alone can the public in- 
terests, present and future, be pevoerty con- 
served.

ROYAL FAVORS TO AMERICAN COLLEGES. 
The President of Columbia College has 
been notified by the State department of the 
receipt of a dispatch from Minister Conger; 
in which the details of the gift of books to 
that university by the Chinese government 
are set forth. The gift, it will be remem- 
bered, is intended to illustrate the instruc- 
tion in Chinese subjects which is to be 
undertaken on the new Dean Lung founda- 
tion. 

The gift itself is a princely one. It con- 
sists of over 6,000 volumes and other liter- 
ary material, divided into thirty-two heads 
or classes, treating of every subject known 
to Chinese literature. This great work was 
originally undertaken in the seventeenth 
century by the most eminent Chinese schol- 
ars ahd it now embraces a collection of 
ancient and modern books, in which are set 
forth, in the most systematic ‘nanner, all 
important facts regarding China. | 

Apart from the great value of this mag- 
nificent gift, which opens up hitherto inac- 
cessible sources of information to students 
of Chinese history and literature, it is, as 
Minister Conger adds to his dispatch, “ an 
indication of the friendly attitude of the 
Chinese towards the United States.” It is 
also an indication of the estimation in which 
scholarship is held in China that one of our 
prominent institutions of learning was 
chosen as the recipient. Columbia, however, 
does not stand alone as an object of royal 
Harvard is about 
to receive from the Emperor William of 
Germany a collection of casts far exceeding 
in number and richness, as well as in value, 
any collection in the American Art Gal- 
leries. In this new competition of foreign 
nations for American favor there may be 
royal largess in store for some of our other 
colleges. It is not likely that Great Britain, 
Russia, France, and the other powers will 
stand idly by and let William and the Em- 
press Dowager monopolize all the friendly 
sentiments.

CHICAGO'S OPIUM DENS. 
- It is said that at its next meeting the 


ordinance aimed at opium dens. The main 
feature of the ordinance is that it raises 
the fines on inmates and keepers. It may 
be doubted if this device of raising fines 
will have any effect unless it carries with 
it a more rigorous enforcement of law than 
has been usual up to this time. The mini- 
mum fine for an inmate of an opium den is 
now $5. The new ordinance will ra‘se 
this fine to $25. In other words, unless a 
conscientious crusade against opium smok- 
ing is ordered by the Mayor and the Chief 
ot Police, there will be just $20 more of 
blackmail that can be exacted from the 
smokers.

Of this 
number 37,772 were boys, 
00G%of and 36,062 of foreign parent- 
age. The population of the State in that 
year was 2,805,346, of which number 1,959,- 
022 were native born and 846,324 foreign 
born. 
figures that while the native born outnum- 
ber the foreign born by more than two to 
one, the number of births among the for- 
eign born exceeds those among the native 
born in about the same proportion. The 
same paper states that in 1900 there were 
24,342 marriages, 10,695 among the native 
and. 8,807 among the foreign born, but as 
the result of these marriages there were 
2.1 children of native and 4.4 children of

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‘LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

ITH Princes de Croy, who are now in 
this country, and who have been en- 
‘tertained so extensively of late in 
New York, are pla in. mourning by 
the death at Cannes the other day of 

the chief of their family, Duke Rudolph of 
Croy. He was a grand personage, a noble- 
man of the old school, near 80 years of age, 
and who in addition to his Dukedom of Croy 
was a Prince of the Holy Empire, a Duke of 
Aerschot, a Duke of Havre, a Prince of Solre, 
a Knight of the Golden Fleece, a member 

f the Prussian House of Lords, and the 
father of an imperial Austrian Archduchess 
—namely: the consort of Archduke Fred- 
erick. So great was his pride of race that 
when Archduke Frederick, the richest Prince 


of Princess Isabell Croy, her father declined 
to permit the match to take place unless his 
daughter was invested at her marriage with 
the full rank and prerogatives of an imperial 
Highness and of an Archduchess of the reign- 
ing house of Hapsburg. 

It is the Archduchess’ brother Charles 
who succeeds to his father’s dukedoms, 
estates, and many honors, and he is married 
to Duchess Ludmilla of Arenberg. It was 
on. the occasion of her wedding that her 
mother, the old. Dowager Duchess, Eleanor 
ef Arenberg, so proudly refused King Leo- 
pold’s personal and pressing request that she 
would invite the daughter and son-in-law 
of Baron Alphonse Rothschild to the wed- 
ding, declaring that the King might ask 
whom he liked to his court, but that she was 

onvinced it would require at least three 
more centuries before the Arenbergs would 
allow members of the chosen race to cross 
the threshold of the Arenberg palace at 
Brussels for social purposes. Part of that 
historic palace fell a prey to the flames a few 
years later, while the remainder has now 
been sold to the City of Brussels for use as 
a museum and the Arenbergs have, trans- 
ferred their headquarters to Germany. 


The Croys claim descent from Bela II., 
King of Hungary, who reigned in the early 


conspicuously to the front as the Lords of 
Croy—Croy being a town and district in the 
French department of the Somme—in the 
thirteenth century. They became Princes 
of the Holy Roman Empire in 1486, and the 
head of the house was created Duke of Croy 
in 1508, 

One of the Dukes of Croy, Charles Eugene 
by. name, was a General in the service of 
Peter the Great of Russia, and’ was only in- 
terred three years ago, his corpse having re- 
mained without burial for 200 years on ac- 
count of the claims of his creditors. He 
' had been taken prisoner along with the Rus- 
sian troops under him by Charles XII. of 
Sweden at Narva, and died while in captivity 


gation, and the body was kept above ground 
| as generation after generation of litigants 
grew up and died out, giving place to still 
another crop. How long this thing might 
have gone on nobody knows, It represented 
many fortunes to generations of lawyers. 
But finally the Grand Duchess Vladimir of 
Russia heard of the matter, and she prompt- 
ly informed her nephew, the present Czar, 
who at once ordered the entombment with 
befitting honors of this much retarded 
corpse. 

I may add t the English Earls of Wil- 
ton, whose patronymic is Grey, are descended 
from this ducal house of Croy, and use the 
same coat of.arms. The name of Grey is 
mérely an Enlish corruption of the French 
word Croy, and the Greys are represented 
by no less than seven different peers in the 
House of Lords. 


In all the obituary notices that have been 
printed about.the late Lord Dufferin an im- 
pression is conveyed that he lost Nis fortune 
in connection with the financial enterprises 
in which he was induced to embark with such 
disastrous results by Whittaker Wright.

| Critic of Nice Judgment. 
“Victorian Prose Masters."" By W. C. 
Brownell. Charles Scribner's Sons, New 
York. | 
There are few critics who speak with the 
moderation and unpretending eloquence of 
W. C, Brownell. For a nice use of words, 
a careful sifting of ideas, a generous and 
just judgment, he is rightly distinguished, 
and his ** Victorian Prose Masters’’ must 
confirm the reputation he acquired by the

The ‘ Victorian Prose Masters” prove to 
be, in the opinion of Mr. Brownell, Thack- 
eray, Carlyle, George Eliot, Matthew Ar- 
nold, Ruskin, and George Meredith. Mr. 
Brownell’s own remarks upon criticism, 
made in his essay upon Arnold, indicate 
better than comment by any one else could 
the quality which gives to his criticism the 
vigor and interest which are ordinarily felt 
only in connection with creative prose. He 
Ssays:* ‘* What criticism lacks, and what 
will always be a limitation to its interest 
and its power, is the element of beauty 
whch it of necessity largely fo in its 
concentration upon truth. It is les 
and persuasive than poetry, than romance, 
not because in dealing with literature rather 
than directly with life it occupies a lower 
or less vital field, but because its province 
lies outside the realm of all those puissant 
aids to cogency and impressiveness that 
appeal to the sense of beauty and accord- 
ingly influence so powerfully not only the 
intellect but the emotions as well. But 
of its service to truth there can be no hues- 
tion. Its réle.is not confined to exposition, 
to interpretation. It is a synthesis of its 
naturally more or less heterogeneous sub- 
ject. It is a characterization of art as art 
is a characterization of nature. And in 
characterizing it translates as art 'itsclf 
translates.” 

That Mr. Brownell realizes his own ambi- 
tious idea of the function of criticism is 
evident upon every page of his book. One 
selects a paragraph almost at haphazard, 
and thus comes upon the summing up of 
George Eliot's peculiar contribution to lit- 
erature, in which the qualities which made 
-her great vogue—and lost it—are referred to 
in fully adequate terms. He says: 
| “Phe caricature that a character of Dick- 
ens is apt to be proceeds from its being a char- 
acteristic in action. A character of George 
Eliot is formed of many charactesistics 
fused with remarkable and sympathetic in- 
sight, but after all it ie essentially a prod- 
uct. of induction. Compare one of the hap- 
piest results of this procedure, the banker 
Bulstrode in ‘ Middlemarch,’ with, say, Dr. 
Firmin, greatly Bulstrode’s inferior in com- 
plexity, in intellectual interest. One is flesh 
and blood, the other attracts you because 
of the striking way in which moral self- 
sophistication is embodied. Nothing better 
attests George Eliot’s scientific interest in 
character than her constant exhibition of 
its evolution. This is one of her real con- 
tributions to lNterature. The effect of cir-

Matthew Arnold performed a signal 
service in characterizing literature as a 
‘criticism of life,” and thereby revealing to 
the unrefiecting the essentially critical na- 
ture and function of the truly creative 
‘thought of thinking souls '—to recall Car- 
lyle’s definition of literature itself. His 
emphasis was, of course, on the word ‘ Jife,’ 
but the incidental implication as to how 
literature is concerned with its proper 
‘eontent’ has. a value of its own. To-deal 
with life powerfully and profoundly i -o 
deal with it critically. And in this funda- 
mental sense the ‘Ode on a Grecian Urn’ 
and the ‘Ode to Duty ’ are themselves crit- 
icism.”’ 

The most enjoyable pages in the book— 
at least to one reader—are those which deal 
with George Meredith. There is a tempta- 
tion to quote pages of this particular criti- 
cism, so charming and so lucid is it—as it 
must needs be to command respect, dealing 
as it does with the most irresistible and illu- 
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sive of psychological students who have set 
forth their discoveries through the medium 
of fiction. 


Story of the Sepoy Rebellion. 
“The Tale of the Great Mutiny,” by W. 
H. Fitchett. Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
New York. 

“The Tale of the Great Mutiny,” by W. H. 
Fitchett, B. A., LL. D., is a book without a 
dull line, written with the zest and enthusi- 
asm of tale-telling. Whether the more re- 
flective minds of England would consider 
this relation adequate of the terrible period 
which it chronicles, one cannot know. It is 
not a profound book; it makes, in fact, ‘no 
pretensions to be anything more than a, 
*“*tale.’’ As such, it holds the reader in a 
condition of abmost breathless interest, and 
engages his sympathies for the English to 
the utmost extent. It deale but briefly with 
the causes of the mutiny, not at all 
with the right of England to hold supremacy 
over the people of anotherrace. ‘‘ We trod,’’ 
Dr. Fitchett admits, “with heavy-footed 
British clumsiness on the historic supersti- 
tions, the ancient habitudes of the Sepoys, 
and so provoked them to revolt. But the 
dour British character, which is at the root 
ef British clumsiness, in the end, overbore 
the revolt. The virtues of the British rule 
thus proved ita peril. Its cool justice, its 
steadfast enforcement of order, its tireless 
warfare against crime, made it hated of all 
the lawless and predatory classes. Every 
native who lived by vice, chafed under a 
justice which might be slow and passion-

But the theorizing is an inAppreciable por- 
tion of this interesting book. It is, in truth, 
a direct and stirring relation of the mutiny; 
how it broke, how it raged, how it was 
quenched at Lucknow, at Delhi, at Cawn- 
pore, at Lahore. With it is inevitably an es- 
timate of the men who fought those desper- 
ate battles, and a fair and discern- 
estimate it appears to be. Such 
gallantry, such bravery, such victory 
over an almost innumerable enemy it 
is difficult to parallel. The manner in 
which India was cowed by the astounding 
daring of a handful of Englishmen is the 
most illustration possible of the 
superiority over the Ori- 
ental—that is to say, superiority in gen- 
eralship, in endurance, in fighting qualities, 
and in masterfulness. By masterfulness, 
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
